HOMEOWNERS CAUTIONED 
ON METAL CHIMNEY USAGE 

Homeowners are urged to exer- 
cise extreme care and caution 
when planning to use factory-built 
metal chimneys with newly install- 
ed air-tight wood stoves, 

“It is strongly recommended that 
people who use pre-fabricated 
metal chimneys with an air-tight 
wood burning stove be aware of 
the unusual creosote buildup 
which results when using these ap- 
Pliances; and when this buildup 
ignites, the chimney may become 
severely over heated and damaged 
and may result in a structural 
fire,” said State’ Fire Marshal 
Donald M. Bisset, of the Depart- 
ment of Public Safety. 

According to Bisset, “When the 
accumulation eventually ignites, 
the resulting temperature often 
exceeds the temperature for which 
the chimney was designed, with a 
fire a likely result,” 

With concern about the price 
and availability of heating oil in 
the colder months, the Maine home 
without some type of wood heat 
will be the exception; thus the 
State Fire Marshal is concerned 
about the safety of the individuals 
who may be lax in maintaining 
their pre-fabricated metal chim- 
neys, or who may be contemplat- 
ing use of one for the use of a 
wood burning device, : 

Individuals using air-tight wood 
burning stoves connected to pre- 
fabricated metal chimneys are ad- 
vised to “follow closely the stove 
manufacturer's operating instruc- 
tions that allow for full free burn- 
ing for at least 20 to 30 minutes 
daily, permitting the chimney to 
warm up sufficiently to reduce 
creosote accumulation.”

This Week in 
Washington 


by Sen, Edmund S. Muskie 
Passamaquoddy 

The Army Corps of Engineers 
will soon formally report to the 
Congress that the 60-year-old plan 
to harness the tides in the Passa- 
maquoddy Bay area would cost the 
country more in dollars than it 
would earn back in power bene- 
fits, 

I believe the Corps’ analysis was 
technically correct, but it was 
disappointing nevertheless. I be- 
lieve we must continue to examine 
Quoddy, especially in comparison 
with synthetic fuel projects, before 
we conclude that the project 
should be put back on the shelf. 
And I will be working this fall to 
give the Corps the encouragement 
it needs to keep Quoddy alive. 

The idea of harnessing the tides 
in the Eastport-Lubec area was 
advanced in the 1920’s, and con- 
struction was actually begun in 
1935 in Cobscook Bay, 

After World War I, a huge in- 
ternational project was proposed. 
and extensively studied, but this 
study and subsequent reviews all 
concluded that the project by itself 
Was not economically feasible, 

It was in the postwar study. that 
the Dickey-Lincoln School hydro- 
electric project on the St. John 
River was proposed as a way of 
“smoothing out’ the power pro- 
duction from the tidal project. 

Because there are two brief 
periods of slack tide each 24 hours, 
the tides by themselves cannot 
produce steady power at times of 
day corresponding to the daily 
peak demand for energy. Dickey- 
Lincoln was proposed as a way of 
filling those gaps, 

It was later determined that 
Dickey-Lincoln by itself was eco- 
nomically viable, and it has been 
the focus of efforis to gain feder- 
al financing for an energy project 
for our region. 

In 1975, after the Arab oil em- 
bargo and the subsequent four- 
fold increase in the cost of im- 
ported oil, I thought it would be 
a good idea to take another look 
at Quoddy, and at my request the 
Senate Public Works Committee

Army Corps to do so, 

The Corps attempted in its an- 
alysis to judge Quoddy against the 
increasing price of oil over the 
next 50 years, 

The Corps looked at several 
projects of varying size and en- 
ergy capacity. It determined a 
“Benefit to Cost Ratio” for each. 
The ratio measures costs against 
benefits from the. sale of power. 
A one-to-one ratio — one dollar 


earned for each dollar spent for’ 


construction—is considered the 
minimum necessary for Congress to 
approve construction money, 

Each of the alternatives fell 
short of that one-to-one standard, 
but at least one alternaive came 
very close, and the Corps con- 
cluded that the project was ex- 
tremely sensitive to oil price in- 
creases, That is, if the price of 
oil went up three or five percent 
a year faster than inflation, a ti- 
dal project would make economic 
sense over time, 

The Corps also noted that if the 
construction begun in 1935 had 
been completed, we would today 
consider the project to have been 
a bargain. 

These two facts are the heart of 
the matter. Oil prices are on the 
rise. Everyone knows it. But no 
one knows how high they will go. 
It might make sense to build Quod- 
dy now, even if we are not abso- 


lutely certain oil prices will con- 


tinue to escalate. 

We are taking a similar ap- 
proach with synthetic fuels—oil 
and gas from coal, oil from shale 
and alcohol from waste materials. 
We are not absolutely certain that 
these products will ever be eco- 
nomically on a par with oil from 
wells, But we are certain enough 
to be giving serious consideration 
to a massive program of synthetic 
fuels development, 

I will also ask the Corps to 
take another look at a project 
which combines the power from 
Quoddy with power from Dickey- 
Lincoln, Dickey’s cost-benefit ra- 
tio is still on the rise. Perhaps 
combining the two will make ec- 
onomic sense. 

There may be other avenues 
to pursue, and I will explore them 
all in coming weeks,

good family. Many people came up 
to this back hill country of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts to 
escape the rigid class structure of 
the old world and make a new 
beginning. This family had al- 
ready established themeselves in 
the new world. Samuel Osgood was 
the Postmaster General of the Unit- 
ed States in 1789. They settled on 
Farwell Mt. and lived as they 
pleased, not caring what their 
conventional neighbors in the val- 
ley thought of them. Most of the 
houses on the mountain were low 
sung Cape Cod structures but 
their house was a full two story 
white colonial. They must have 
loved flowers and tended them 
well as some still bloom around 
the old cellar hole. They had fam- 
iy portraits and fine china, 

Hazen Osgood had been a ship's 
carpenter; he made ship’s knees

and sent them down to Portland 
by ox team, He was known as an 
extremely strict and stern man. 
An old story (maybe not true) is 
that his sons, when they were old- 
er, tied him onto a wagon from 
which the shafts had been remov- 
ed and sent him down the road, 
He escaped without even a 
scratch, He had four sons. Sala- 
thiel known as “Slate” who mar- 
ried and had two children, Flo- 
rence and Francis Llewellyn, Slate 
made excellent violins and played 
put not to the pleasure of his 
little dog Toodaloo, George nev- 
er married and was the cook of 
the household. The neighborhood 
children went up the hill when 
possible in the hopes of being in- 
vited to supper. He was famous 
for his hot biscuits and a dessert 
made of apples in a steamer and 
served with a sweet white sauce. 
Enoch, when young, went off to 
Bingham, maybe to lead a more 
conventional life. Henry Melvin, 
known as ‘Mit’ lived for some 
time on the Brown place, higher 
up the mountain from the home 
place. He always drove his horse at 
a breakneck pace on the dead run 
without a stop all the way to Mid- 
dle Intervale, Wife Nancy (his 
fourth) arrived complaining bit- 
terly of being spattered with mud. 
The horses lives were necessarily 
short but the neighbors usually 
helped procure another one for 
him because he wag always will- 
ing to work at the less desirable 
chores. 

There was one daughter, Eliza, 
and maybe another. Mary Jane Ca- 
pen always told the story of re- 
membering, when she was a little 
Sirl, of seeing go by the fanciest 
carriage and the most dashing team 
of horses ever seen on the road. 
It went up the Osgood road and 
went away the next day. The re- 
ports were that they came te car- 
ry away a beautiful girl named 
Georgiana and bring her up in the 
city. Was she a twin to George? 
What become of her no one 
knows. Some say she went away 
in the carriage. Some say that Ha- 
zen would not let her go. No one 
asked any direct questions. It is 
still a mystery. The graves are 
not marked.
